Witnesses said the demonstrators 
were trying to deliver a memoran- 
dum to the Srinagar office or a UN 
group monitoring the ceasefire line 
between Indian and Pakistani 
troops. . 

Security forces broke up a first 
attempt to hold the march by beating 
demonstrators with rifle butts, the , 
witnesses said. When the demon- 1 
strators began regrouping, chanting 
anti-Indian slogans, security forces 
- opened fire, kflhng the three. 

More than 1 00 people have died in 
the month-old revolt which has 
heightened the long-standing ten- 
sions between India and Pakistan 
over Kashmir. 

There were repeated protests in 
Srinagar throughout today during a 
d&wn-to-dusk break in the curfew 
officially in force in the city through- 
out the revolt. 

Officials confirmed five bombings 
but had no reports of casualties m tne 
blasts. 

They said that in other incidents in . 
Srinagar, two security force mem- 
bers were wounded when militants 
opened fire on them and two passers- 
by were wounded when nuB tan ts lob- 
bed a handgrenade at a military 
truck.

NfcW ORLEANS, Feb 17, iKemer): The sunniest 
spots in the United States and the SovietUnion also 
enjoy the lowest breast canoer rates, a research team 
from the University of California in San Diego 
reported today. 

“The farther a woman lives from the Equator, 
the higher the incidence of breast cancer.” said 
Cedric F . Garland of the UCSD school of medicine. 

“What we’ve found, in the US and the Soviet 
Union, is an incidence of breast canoer anywhere 
from two to three times higher in areas far from the 
Equator.” said Garland, who heads the university’s 


cancer centre epidemiology programme. 

Apart from moving, what can a woman do to 
lessen her odds orcoutracting the cancer? 

Take in more vitamin D in your diet, advise 
Garland and UCSD co l lea gu es Frank C. Garland 
and Edward D. Gorham. 

The scientists theorise that the lade or sunlight 
leads to a deficiency of vitamin D, which has been 
linked to breast cancer resistance. 

The body needs ultraviolet lighL a component of 
sunlight, to utilise vitamin D consumed m food, 
and the farther away from the Equator the lower 


the levels of ultraviolet lighL 

“Laboratory studies have shown that breast can- 
cer patients with vitamin D receptors in breast 
tissue have improved survival compared to those 
without vitamin D receptors,” the three men said in 
a report presented at the annual meeting of the 
American association for the' advancement of 
science here. 

“Vitamin D added to cultures of mntignnnt 
breast cancer cells also inhibits their growth,* they 
said.

Qilorlne gas leak kills 4 in In^a: Mother Teresa rushed to 

die rite where chlorine gas clouds surged through a crowded street Friday 
in the eastern port city of Calcutta, killing four people and injuring more 
than 200 others, police said. 

Mother Teresa, who suffers from heart complications and was fitted 
recently with a pacemaker, walked streets virtually deserted by fearful 
residents and later held a special prayer meeting at her charity home that 
looks after Calcutta's poor and destitute. 

Her charity home is located less than a mile (1 .6 km) from the accident 
rite, police said, adding that the home was not affected by the leak. 

Residents returned to their homes after authorities told them the air . 
was free of the pungent gas, police said . 

They said the gas leaked out in the pre-dawn hours from a 25-gallon 
(92-litre) metal cylinder at a small paint factory located in a crowded 
Kalighat area of the eastern West Bengal state capital of Calcutta. 

Fourpeople, including two children, were lulled, and more than 200 
were affected by the gas. They were taken to local hospitals, where most 
were treated and released. Police said 21 people remained in the hosp- 
itals. 

Police arrested the factory owner in connection with the incident.

BANGALORE, India, Feb 17: 
India's civil aviation minister told 
grieving relatives at a mortuary 
service today be would ground all 
aircraft of the type that crashed this 
week killing 90 if there were any 
doubts about its safety. 

Indian authorities gathered 23 
unidentified bodies, badly charted 
and shrivelled, for the symbolic 
ceremony in a hospital mortuary 
and were surprised when three of 
the victims were identified by some 
of the 200 relatives present. 

“I just wish he had died in a road 
accident, then at least I could have 
seen his face," said Mrs. A. Govin- 
draj who then dissolved into tears 
and could not speak to explain how 
she had identified her husband. 

Hindu, Sikh, Muslim and Chris- 
tian prayers were chanted over cof- 
fins draped with marigolds and 
roses. Priests burned incense: 

One unidentified mourner beg- 
ged Civil Aviation Minister Anf 
Mohammed Khan to gorund 
Indian Airlines' -flea of 15 Airbus 
A3 20s until it was known why one 
of them crashed on Wednesday just 
short of Bangalore airport in per- 
fect weather. 

“For God's sake, ground the air- ■ 

craft,'' he shouted. 

Khan said no decision to ground 
the new A320s would be taken until 
preliminary reports were received 
on why a sophisticated aircraft only 
two monhs old had crashed. 

“If we have one iota of doubt, we 
will ground the aircraft, but we 
must wait for the preliminary 
report, Khan replied. 

So far no due has emerged on 
why the plane crashed, but initial 
speculation centred on a pilot error 
or a fault in one of at least three 
computers supposed to make it 


ible for a pilot to crash an 


Three days after the tragedy, 
mystery continues to shroud the cir- 
cumstances in which the aircraft, 
which was approaching the runway 
for normal landing, suddenly lost 
height and crashed. 

The truth will finally be known 
only when the court ofinquiiv, to be 
headed by Justice K Shjvshankar 
Bhat of the Karnataka High Court, 
submits its report some three or four 
months from now. 

Investigators have begun analys- 
ing data from the cockpit voice 
recorder of the Airbus. - 
A six-member team from the Air- 
bus Industries, the European con- 
sortium that built the plane, arrived 
from France on Thursday to hdp 
India's directorate general of dvfl 
aviation in investigations into die 
accident. 

The analysis of the cockpit voice 
recorder was e x pe c ted to oe com- 
pleted today but results will not be 
immediately released, officials said. 

The “black box,'’ the digital 
flight data recorder that logs all 
changes in altitude, speed and direc- 
tion, would likely be sent to Canada 
for decoding. 

Some Indian newspapers .have 
: speculated that Wednesday's crash 
may have occurred because the pilo t 
■ tried to change the mode of control 
. from computer to manual in the last 
minutes of the landing, giving the 
computer too little time to allow die 
changeover. 

Other newspapers suggested the 
plane's instruments may have 
indicated the wrong height, which 
may have misled the pilot to lower 
the plane earlier than he should 
have.

(UP1): A middle-aged couple appear to have beaten the medical odds in their 
desperate gambit to save their leukemia-stricken daughter by having a baby wbo can donate vital bone 
marrow to her sister. 

Maria and Abe Ayala's baby, due in April, will be a compatible donor for her 17-year-old sister, Anissa, 
which means the bone marrow the baby provides will have a 70- per cent chance of defeating the form of 
leukemia afflicting the teenager, doctors at City of Hope National Medical Centre, in Duarte. Calif., 
announced yesterday. 

“It was just an impossibility to say that this baby is going to match but ... we are all very blessed." a tearful 
Maria Ayala. 43, said after laming of the likely match. “1 feel that my baby is a blessing from God. Wien

“There is the psychological issue 
that the baby is her sister’s organ 
bank,” Capron said. "If it taros out 
that she is not weU-matched to the 
sister with leukemia, fa what way will 
they regard ben That she has failed in 
her mission." 

Anissa Ayala, whose leukemia was 
di agnosed in 1988 and currently is in 
remission, answered critics of the 
pregnancy. 

“We don’t even know if she is 
going to save my life." she said. 
“She’s going to be my baby aster. We 
will love her for what she is, not for 
what she is going to do for me.” 

Forman said the baby Wfll be tes- 
ted, again after birth to confirm, the 
initial results of tests on amniotic 
Quid the verified the compatible tis- 
sue type.

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NEW ORLEANS. Feb 17. (API - . Poor girls who become teen-age 
mothers improve their economic outlook and increase their chances of 
having a healthy baby, a researcher said yesterday. 

The findings challenge the widely held belief tiun teen-age pregnancy 
and motherhood are among the most serious problems facing the poor, 
said toe researcher. Arlinc Geronimus of the University orMichigan. 

“I think women in poverty know what they're doing." she said in an 
interview. “There are social realities in the poor that those of us doing 
research are unaware of." 

Among her findings - . 

— Infants fa poverty-stricken communities are healthier if their moth- 
ers are in their teens rather than their 20s, because poor mothers are 
healthier when they are younger. 

— Teen-age qiothers form alliances with the fathers’ families — even if 
they are not married — that improve the mother's economic positions. 

— Teen-age mothers are free to earn a living in their 20s because their 
children are old enough to be cared for by other family members. 

— The elevated death rate for children of poor black mothers would 
become even higher if the women were encouraged to delay childbirth. 

“I would like to go on record today in opposition to the view that teen 
childbearing is self-destructive, irrational or anti-social behaviour." 
Geronimus said. 

The Children's Defence Fund, a research and advocacy organisation 
fa Washington, campaigns actively to reduce the teen-age pregnancy 
rate. 

“If a IS or 16-year-old becomes pregnant, there's no way that’s a 
smart thing," said the organisation's Ray O'Brian. 

Teen-age pregnancy and motherhood lock poor women into poverty 
and poor academic performance, he said. 

“However dramatic or heartfelt these concerns, their scientific basis is 
questionable," Geronimus said. 

In a separate study, researchers reported that teen mothers were more . 
likply to to drop out of school than their childless classmates. 


He said Marissa will be able to 
donate some of the life-giving fluid 
momenta after she is Dorn.

“Our hope is that the 
national registry (of donors) will 
grow and eliminate the need for this 
sort of thing." 

Doctors at St Jude Children's 
Research Hospital in Memphis said 
they have known of similar cases in 
which parents have chosen to have a 
child to increase the chances of rind- 
ing a marrow donor. 

However, St Jude, one of the 
nation's foremost medical centres for 
treating children with cancer, has 
maintgrrw-H a policy of not advising 
parents one way or the other on such 
a decision, hospital spokeswoman 
Deborah McCreerysakL

The Iran-Contra affair, the largest scandal of 
Reagan’s eight years as president, involved the clan- 
destine sale of arms to Iran and then the diversion of

Reagan was compelled to testify in the case by US 
district judge Harold Greene, who is presiding over 
the trial of former White House National Security 
Adviser John M. Poindexter in Washington, DC. 

The former president was to face 154 questions, 
which were drawn from 183 submitted to the court 
by defence attorney Richard Beckler. The attorney 
was allowed follow-up questions if necessary but the 
judge prohibited him from raising additional, ques- 
tions on new subjects. 

Security was especially rigorous for the extraor- 
dinary session, which began Friday morning at the 
federal courthouse in downtown Los Angeles.

In deference to the former president, Greene 
allowed Reagan, 79, to give videotaped testimony 
near his Rel-Air area home rather than require him 
to appear in person at Poindexter's trial in Washing- 
ton."

PANAMA CITY, Feb 17, 
(UPI): President Guillermo 
Endara is considering issuing a 
pardon to allies of former Gen 
Manuel Antonio Noriega char- 
ged with unconstitutional acts, a 
presidential aide said Thursday. 

Presidential spokesman Luis 
Martina said Endara may issue 
the pardon as part of the national 
reconciliation process he called 
for after assuming office Dec 20, 
the day of the US invasion. Mar- 
tinz said the decree would be 
made “in a matter of weeks.” 

“He (Eiidara) would consider 
a pardon for political opponents 
charged with unconstitutional 
acts,” Martinzsaid. 

Since the invasion, more than 
1,000 charges have been filed at 
the Attorney-general’s office 
against hundreds of military and 
government officials who served 
under Noriega. Many charges 
are for violent crimes such as 
torture and murder but others 
are for abuse of power and 
unconstitutional acts. Martinz 
said the pardon would not affect 
persons charged with violent 
crimes. 

Martinz said, for instance, 
that Endara would consider 
granting a pardon to the former 
state council — made up of 
cabinet ministers and armed for- 
ces commanders — which named 
Noriega's former classmate, 
Francisco Rodriguez ■ as 
president last Sept 1 after the 
May 7 presidential elections were 
annulled. 

Most observers say Endara 
won thepresidential election by a 
3-to-l margin. The council has 
been charged with abuse of 
power since they did not have the 
power under the Panamanian 
constitution to name Rodriguez 
president.

US condemns torture 



GENEVA, Feb 17, (Reuter): US Amba- 
ssador Armando Valladares, once tortured in 
Cuban prisons, accused Iran, Burma, 
Nicaragua and Cuba yesterday of using tor- 
ture and committing other human rights 
violations; 

“For those victims who are fortunate — or 
in some instances, unfortunate — enough to 
survive degrading treatment, there is never 
any escape from the emotional scars of being 
tortured,” he told the United Nations Human 
Right*; Co mmissi on. 


The ambassador angled out Iran, saying it 
had applied psychological torture and 
executed more than 1,200 political prisoners 
in 1988 to stifle opposition. 

He said the US government was alarmed at 
persistent reports of Chinese violations of 
rights in Tibet and gave the example of 45- 
year-old Tseten Norgye of Lhasa, who 
reportedly lost an eye during brutal interroga- 
tions. 

Citing an Amnesty International report, 
Valladares criticised Burma for killing and 


arresting thousands of people for political 
reasons. 

He said the government in Nicaragua had 
threatened and sometimes killed opposition 
leaders. 

Speaking in Spanish, he said that in his 
native Cuba dozens of reformist young people 
were arrested and tortured after a tally at 
which a crowd chanted the slogans of “peres- 
troika” (restructuring) and “free elections.'' ' 

Valladares spent 22 years as a political 
prisoner under Cuban leader Fidel Castro.

Mayor undergoing treatment 


WASHINGTON, Feb 17, (AP): 
Mayor Marion Barry contends 
that he will be exonerated of new 
dnig-relaled charges, bul a city 
official is calling lor his resigna- 
tion and a top adviser wonders 
whether the mayor has any 
political future. 

Barry. 53, was indicted Thurs- 
day on five misdemeanour 
counts of cocaine possession and 
three felony counts of lying to a 
grand jury questioning him on 
drug use. 

US district judge Thomas Pen- 
field Jackson, who was assigned 
the case today, tentatively 
scheduled Barry’s arraignment 
for next Wednesday. 

Closer advisers to Barry said 
Thursday that the mayor will 
leave a Florida drug treatment 
clinic by the end of the month to 
continue treatment elsewhere. 
Barry entered the Hanky-Hazel- 
den clinic in West Palm Beach 
four days after his Jan 18 arrest 
on a cocaine possession charge. 

Barry, in a defiant statement 
issued through his office, said the 
indictment was “a continuation 
of the political lynching and 



excesses of the Justice Depart- 
ment in this multi-year, mul- 
timillion-dollar efiort to inves- 
tigate me.” 

“Now that we will be moving 
into the coutroom — which is 
where this case should be tried, 
not in the press — 1 am relieved.” 
Barry said. “1 know that when a 
trial is held, I will be exon- 
erated.” 


Barry has steadfastly denied 
ever using drugs, and his 
statement said he was undergo- 
ing treatment for “the disease of 
alcoholism.” 

The mayor said he is giving no 
thought to resigning. 

But one aide, who asked not to 
be identified, said the indictment 
dealt “a crippling blow, an 
absolutely devastating assault" 
to Barry’s re-election chances if 
he seeks a fourth four-year term 
in November's election. 

Asked if Barry should resign, 
city counrilwoman Betty Ann 
Kane said: “It mi chi be in his best 
interests and the city’s best 
interests. As a person who cares 
about the city, f would make that 
recommendation, now that it’s 
gotten to this point." 

The Washington Post said in 
editorial Friday Barry “has lost 
any last claim to a position of 
leadership” and should resign. 

“For tne sake of the city — and 
of all the talent that stands ready 
to enlist public support for new 
leadership in City Hall — Mr 
Barry should let go —entirely.” 
the newspaper saw.

WASHINGTON. Feb 17. (AP): Government scien- 
tists say changing water temperatures in the tropical 
Pacific Ocean may be signalling the start of a new El 
Nino that could cause powerful climate changes 
world-wide. 

Current conditions resemble those of 1986. a 
relatively mild version of El Nino, which has caused 
widespread devastating weather in the past. 

"The current situation deserves very close atten- 
tion,” the federal climate analysis centre said in a 
statement yesterday. 

The El Nino in 1982-83 led to weather changes 
that were blamed for 1,500 deaths and billions of 
dollars in damage across the globe. 

“We don’t want to say something is developing 
that could be like that, because that was excep- 
tional.” Dr Vernon KLousky of the climate centre 
said in a telephone interview. 

The 1982-83 0 Nino was blamed for worsening 
the devastating drought in Africa, causing severe 
winter storms to come ashore in California, spawn- 
ing the first typhoon to strike French Polynesia in 75 
years — followed by five more in five 'months — 
deluging Peru and Ecuador with torrential rains and 
promoting the worst drought in two centimes in 
Australia. 

The United Nations estimated overall damage at 
between $2 billion and S 8 billion. 


Scientists suggest that was a once- in -a -lifetime 
event. however. The El Nino in 1 986-87 wascloscr lo 
average, bringing some weather changes but not the 
massive damage of ihe earlier ei ent. 

Formally called El Nine*- Southern Oscillations, 
or ENSOs. these events are characterised by 
unusually warm water conditions in the Eastern 
tropical Pacific Ocean and bv changes in air pressure 
over different pans of That ocean. 

Water temperatures near the international 
dateline have risen 1 and 2 degrees Fahrenheit above 
normal. While that may seem small, the great 
amount of energy needed to warm such a large mass 
of water can make it a significant increase. 

Years ago. when such changes tended to be the 
first noticed by South American fishermen around 
Christmas, the phenomenon was given the name El 
Nino, which is Spanish for child, a reference to the 
Baby Jesus. 

Current conditions are similar to those prior to 
the 1986 event, said Kouskv. But he added: **1 can’t 
really say how firm it looks ... There is nothing to sav 
this will hang in there tough and continue on. We're 
just monitoring it carefully.*' 

If it does build into a full-fledged El Nino, the 
impact could be felt world-wide.

The conservative, pro-busi- 
ness government party appeared 
set for a dear majority as the 
election campaign ended today. 

An eve-of-poll voter survey 
published by the daily Asahi 
Shimbun showed nearly 40 per 
cent ready to back the LDP, 
more than at the last lower house 
election in 1986, when the party 
held power in a landslide with 
295 out of a total 5 1 2 scats. 

But the Asahi poll of more 
than 100.000 voters also projec- 
ted major advance for the JSP. 
the main opposition group. 
Analysis said it should win at 
least 1 30 seats. 

The left-wing parly heldjusi 85 
seats when Parliament was dis- 
solved last month but the predic- 
ted gain would not be enough on 
its own to wrest power from the 
LDP. 

About 90 million are eligible to 
vote on Sunday in 130 con- 
stituencies across the country. 
Voting begins at 7 am (2200

URAWA Japan, Feb 17, (AP): Playing down their 
differences, a husband and wife running for 
Parliament today debated bow to reform the coun- 
try's scandal-ridden politics. 

Confronting each other on the last day of campaig- 
ning, each spoke from trucks parked along the boun- 
dary of their respective electoral districts in suburb of 
Tokyo. 

Takujiro and Makiko Hamada argued about how 
the country should restore trust in Japan's political 
system. 


“I am fighting from the stance of the Liberal 
Democrats and will reform the Liberal Democratic 
Party from within,” said Takujiro Hamada, a three- 
term lawmaker. “Makiko Hamada is fighting from 
the stance that reform must take place from outside 
the party. But what we are aiming for is the same.” 

Japan has been governed for 34 years by the 
conservative Liberal Democratic Party, which has 
suffered a loss of credibility in a series of influence- 
buying and sex scandals. 

Makiko, a former stewardess for Japan Air Lines 
who met and married her husband while a student at 
T okyo University, emphasised that her candidacy as 
an independent was meant to help talented 
politicians such as her husband who were con- 
strained by power politics in the governing party. 

“I believe from my heart that Takujiro Hamada is 
a very good politician, a serious politician, a 
politician who Japan needs. But is the Liberal 
Democratic Party really making good the type of 
policies Takujiro Hamada is proposing — the great 
forecasts the party is making?' she asked. 


Pausing periodically during her speech to thank 
her husband for his support and apologise to irate 
motorists blocked by the rally in Saitama prefecture 
norih of Tokyo, Mrs Hamada slid she intended to 
work toward creating a second conservative patty to 
revive competition in Japan’s politick! system. 

“To realise your ideals.” o (bringing better govern- 
ment to the people, she said, addressing her husband, 
“I want to start building a new conservative party 
based among the people.” 

Mrs Hamada. 47, announced her candidacy two 
months ago over the wishes ofher husband, who also 
is 47, and to the surprise of many in this country 
where wives have traditionally been expected to obey 
their husbands.

MANILA Feb 17, (Agencies): Voters in Muslim-dominated southern provin- 
ces wem to the polls yesterday to elect their first autonomous Muslim govern- 
ment, despite a wave of bombings, political brawls and ballot theft. 

The elections are being held under a plan by President Corazon Aquino to 
meet popular demand and blunt a Muslim insurgency in the region by allowing 
more local rule.

Soviets 
back UN

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SINGAPORE, Feb 17, (UPI): 
Soviet Prime Minister Nikolai 
Ryzhkov said today he would 
wricome a UN interim adminis- 
tration in Cambodia, but refused 
to halt aid to Phnom Peoh as long 
as other countries send aid to the 
rebels. 

In a wide-ranging news con- 
ference marking the conclusion 
of his visit to the Asia-Pacific 
region, Ryzhkov said the Soviet 
Union was anxious to beef up 
trade and economic co-opera- 
tion with the region. 

Most of his comments focused 
on Cambodia, where a loose 
alliance of three resistance 
groups is attempting to reach a 
peace settlement with the Viet- 
namese-backed government, 
which took power in 1978 after 
■W Vietnam overthrew the Khmer 
Rouge regime of Pol Pot. 

“We stand for a political set- 
tlement” to end the 1 1 -year-old 
conflicvRyzhkov said. “We will 
stopour arms supplies providing 
reciprocal steps are taken by the 
others.” . 

One of the resistance groups, 
loyal to exiled Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, has been receiving 
military backing from China and 
non-lethal assistan ce from the 
United States. 

Sihanouk has rejected the 
Soviet proposal to unilaterally 
halt arms supplies on all sides, 
saying it would be impossible to 
stop secret shipments fromViet- 
nam to - the Phnom Penh govern- 
ment. 

The Cambodian factions, 
along with the six nations belon- 
ging to the Association of South- 
east Asian Nations, and Vietnam 
and Laos meet in Jakarta next 
week for peace talks. 

Two earlier attempts to settle 
the dispute in Jakarta and Paris 
failed to make any signi fican t 
headway, but Vietnam recently 
indicated it would be wiSmg to 
accept a UN presence in Cam- 
bodia. The role .of the United 
Nations had been a major stum- 
bling block in the ongoing dis- 
cussions.

Surono had been put to death last

Gorby gets 
too much pat 

West misinterpreting 


MINNEAPOLIS, Feb 17, (AP): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev deserves praise for his 
foreign policy but gets too much 
credit for changes taking place in 
the Soviet Union, Soviet dis- 
sident Yelena Bonner said yes- 
terday. 

“We do not know what it is he 
wants," Bonner said at the open- 
ing of a forum on human rights. 
“Is he only interested in personal 
power? Or he is interested in the 
rights of the people?” 

Bonner appeared at the peace 
prize forum at Augsburg College 
in place of her late husband, 
Andrei Sakharov, who had been 
scheduled to address the forum 
before his death iu December 
from a heart attack. 

She said Gorbachev's actions 
in allowing changes in the Soviet 
bloc are widely misinterpreted by 
Western countries. She said 
revolts have been brewing for a 
long time and Gorbachev 
deserves credit only for not stam- 
ping them out. 

Bonner said the Soviet party's 
policy statement issued only 
three days ago is nearly the same 
as party platforms issued for 
decades, with only slight changes 
in wording. 

She also said Gorbachev's 
initiatives in making elections 
more democratic came too late 
because the changes were made 
after the deadline for filing for 
office had closed. The elections, 
scheduled in March in the Soviet 
Union, are extremely important, 
she said. 

“If he would have done this six 
months ago, it would have been a 
courageous act,” Bonner said. 
“But now, sowhat?”

PRISTINA, Feb 17, (AP): Several thousand ethnic Alban- 
ians demonstrated yesterday and thousands of pupils 
stayed away from classes to protest a virtual state of 
emergency m a Yugoslavia’s troubled southern province 
of Kosovo, repons said. 

Att en dance in schools throughout the province was low, 
as most ethnic Albanian students stayed away in “a mas- 
sive boycott of classes,” tire state Tan jug news agency 
■ reported. 

Up to 1,000 schoolchildren, their hands raised in V-for- 
victory signs, marched peacefuDy through the town of 
Titova Mitrovica, some 45 kilometres (28 miles) north of 
Pristina, the provincial capital, local journalists said They 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 


Another 1,000 people took to the streets in Podujevo, 32 
kilometres (20 miles') north of Pristina, demanding an end 
to a year-old state of emergency and the heavy presence of 
security forces in their town, Belgrade radio reported. 

• Riot police were present but did not intervene to break 
up the protests, it said. 

Podujevo was the focus of massive protests in K osovo in 
January that claimed the lives of at least 26 Albanians. 

People of Albanian origin make up 90 per cent of 
Kosovo’s 1.9 million population.

Feb 17, (AP): The name of Burma's 
opposition figure did not appear today in the final list o 
candidates for the May 27 general election — the first 
multi-party race since 1960. 

Aung San Suu Kyi; 44- year-old daughter of assassin- 
ated independence hero Aung San, was disqualified from 
the parliamentary election Jan 1 6 by the Election Commis- 
sion, which was appointed by the military government to 
administer the promised poll. 

The decision, which was never officially announced, 
came after a rival candidate from the main pro-military 
party objected to her candidacy. 

Although i Suui Kyi hadapplied to run, her name was not 
on the election list when it was posted today outside the

No other member of Suu Kyi’-s party, the National

Bush late Friday signed a 59. S- 
billion State Department spend- 
ing bill that reinforces sanction 
on China and requires that Con 
gre&s be notified w hen such secret 
missions as National Security 
Adviser Brent Sam croft's vbi: 
last June to Beijing arc under- 
taken. 

The President, at his ocea nside 
home for a three-day weekend, 
signed the bill but voiced senous 
objections to those sections and 
several others which he said 
raised “constitutional difficul- 
ties." 

The constitution gives the 
president exclusive power "to 
receive and appoint ambas- 
sadors and to conduct negotia- 
tions on behalf of the United 
States with foreign govern- 
ments.” Bush told Congress. 

The overall legislation auth- 
orizes $4.8 billion for the State 
Department and related agencies 
| for the fiscal year that began last 
Oct 1 , and another 55 billion for 
fiscal 1991. 

Bush vetoed an earlier version 
of the legislation, not only 
because of the China sanctions, 
but due to an amendment that 
would have prohibited the 
administration from seeking 
third-country financing of insur- 
gent groups, such as the 
Nicaraguan rebels, known as 
Contras. 

Congress dropped that 
proposal from the current leg- 
islation. US support of the Con- 
tras was phased out under a 
bipartisan accord with Coneress. 

The bill writes into law sanc- 
tions identical to those Bush 
imposed on China after last 
June's bloody crackdown on 
pro-democracy protesters in 
Beijing, including a ban on 
military sales to China and res- 
trictions on trade and loans. 

"Legislatively mandated sanc- 
tions represent an unwise con- 
straint upon the president’s 
ability to conduct foreign 
policy,” Bush contended. 

However, Bush signed the bill 
with the assertion he would not 
follow sections he considered 
unconstitutional. 

He noted the legislation allows 
him to waive sanctions on 
grounds of “national interest” 
and suggested this clause put 
enough flexibility into the 
measure to allow it to escape a 
veto. ■■ 

The sanctions remain in effect 
for now and Bush has no 
immediate plans to lilt them, said 
deputy press secretary Stephen 
Hart. 

Bush said he would disobey 
the section of the legislation that 
would require the State Depart- 
ment to give Congress a full 
report on any politically sensitive 
secret diplomatic contacts.

Mongolia's communist government 
has deckled to remove the last statue 
ofhated Soviet dictator Joseph Stalin 
from an Ulan Bator street, signalling 
another concession 'to democratic 
demands sweeping this remote land. 

The official Unen newspaper said 
today the decision to cart away a 
huge black statue of the dictator was 
taken by the ruling communist polit- 
buro in democratic consideration of 
the people's wishes. 

“The statue has received much dis- 
pleasure from the public," said the 
newspaper. "According to the princi- 
ple of justice and democracy (it will 
be pulled down).” 

The Politburo’s move was the 
latest in a series of government con- 
cession to a wave olpopulardemand 
for deep political and economic 
changes to Mongolia's 68-year-okl 
communist system. 

A newly-formed Mongolian 
Democratic Association will hold its 
first Congress tomorrow, at which 
some 500 nation-wide delegates are 
expected to make radical demands 
and proclaim themselves Mongolia's 
first opposition party.

No change in other regulations

THE existing law which prohibits the 
transfer of residence permits of expatriate 
labourers working in the private sector 
before the completion of a three-year 
period, is to be relaxed, sources at the 
Ministry of Social Affairs and Labour and 
(he committee formed to follow up the 
implementation of the economic report 
said. 

However, they clarified that this relaxa- 
tion is only applicable to- the contracting 
sector and does not cover or include other 
-‘•'tors or other labour regulations 
'-trod need last year. 

Sources at the committee said that the 


Ministry of Social Affairs and Labour is 
currently implementing the called-for 
relaxation on visa transfer instituted by toe 
government-sponsored economic revival 
proposals. 

The economic report proposal called on 
the Ministry of Social Affairs and Labour 
to “review the ministry's decision on the 
regulations of the labour sector by 
introduction of a relaxation in transferring 
visas from one sponsor to . another to 
facilitate work demands in the contracting 
sector in particular." 

Transfers 

The ministry sources explained that the 
new relaxation applies to a large number of 
contracting labourers who are recruited by 


certain companies. If these companies 
after completionof their present project do 
not win other contracts, they can transfer 
their labourers to other companies with- 
out the need to abide by the three years 
limi t for transfer specified by regulations. 

According to labour regulations 
introduced by the ministry early last year, 
labourers recruited from abroad were 
required to work with their sponsors for at 
least three years prior to transferring to 
other sponsors. lit case the project was 
completed before the three year period, the 
companies that recruited these workers 
had to send them back. Now this term has 
been relaxed to allow the transfer of con- 
tracting labourers to other companies in 


Kuwait - 

The ministry sources affirmed that the 
•economic report does not require the min- 
istry to do -more than this. The follow up 
committee of the economic report agreed 
that the ministry measure was pragmatic. 
It added that leaving the transfer of spon- 
sorship in the private sector without- res- 
trictions will certainly create confusion in 
the market particularly to employers. 

Sources at the committee said that the 
refusal of any ministry or establishment to 
implement proposals of the economic 
report is not ruled out. But, such 
applicants must explain in writing to the 
Council of Ministers their reasons, as the 
report has been approved by the council..

Jewel thieves get five years 


THE Criminal Court sentenced two men to five 
years imprisonment with hard labour and ordered 
their deportation.

KUWAIT, Feb 17, (Kuna): The 
Audit Bureau has recently final- 
ised auditing accounts of all min- 
istries and other government 
departments for fiscal 1988/89, 
according to a report prepared 
by Kuna's information and 
research department 

The report was issued on the 
occasion of the country’s 
National Day celebration with 
the aim of shedding light on per- 
formance of the state's bodies as 
part of several reports covering 
different fields. 

The bureau was established in 
1964- as an independent body for 
financial control 

Its responsibilities oover all 
ministries and public depart- 
ments tha t make up the adminis- 
trative apparatus of the state. 

The independence of the 
bureau was meant to keep it 
away from any influence by the 
circles it control in order to avert 
any pressure that may prgudice 
its performance as a control 
body. 

The bureau is responsible for 
controlling tenders, agreements 
or contracts that may result in 
financial obligationson the state 

All government bodies are

In Saudi Arabia drug addicts have hope, smugglers face death 


11 people executed this year, 99 in 1989 




JEDDAH, Feb 17. (Reuter): “The prince was at hand to greet the 
caravan on arrival.” 

This is the way Saudi Arabia's media report the progress of caravans 
roaming this vast and rugged country — signifying that one of the 
country's innumerable amirs or princes is on hand to give toe travellers 
the ruling family’s blessings. 

For these are no ordinary caravans. The four-wheel-drive vehicles, 
trucks and camels are plastered with posters displaying in gruesome 
detail the grim and often lethal effect of drug smuggling and abuse. 

Saudi Arabia uses the carroiand slick approach in its way on drugs. 

The carrot takes the form of an intensive publicity campaign about 
the disastrous personal impact of addiction, and the stick is toe threat of 
execution for (be drug smuggler or dealer. 

The caravans are staffed by policemen, sociologists and religious 
scholars who have joined forces in an official onslaught against the 
scourge of drug abuse. 

Saudi Arabia introduced the death penally three years ago for people 
convicted of trafficking in illegal drugs. Three Pakistanis and a Somali 
national convicted of smuggling heroin were publicly beheaded on 


Friday. 

The kingdom has executedeat least 1 1 people so far this year and 99 
in 1 989, many on drug related charges. 

Colonel Mohammed Asaad A1 Maleki, director of Jeddah’s Nar- 
cotics Department, said the problem first arose from the oil boom of toe 
1 970s that brought many Gulf Arabs untoW wealth. 

Decrease 

The death penalty, he said, had led to a “sharp and tangible decrease 
in toe volume of narcotics smuggled into toe country.” 

Figures were not available; but diplomats said they believed toe 
quantity of drugs being brought into Saudi Arabia had diminished 
since the death penally came into effect. 

But it was still a problem and Saudi Arabia was in toe early stages of 
grappling with its impact on society. 

“We consider that we are starting to face toe problem,” Maleki told 
Reuters. 

He said two hospitals had been built in Dammam and Riyadh 
specifically to treat addicts, and a third was about to be inaugurated in 
Jeddah. The clinics were called “AI AmaJ” or hope. 


“We consider addicts to be side people aid victims of the smiii 
and dealers,” Maleki said.

Nation al interest s considered- Khaled 
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THE recent decision banning the 
import of used cars over and 
above the two years after foie da te 
of manufacture is aimed 
primarily at protecting the 
interest of Kuwait's consumers. 
Faisal Al Khaled. Kuwait's Min- 
ister of Commerce and Industry 
said in an interview with a local 
daily. 

The official said that the 
decision had been taken in the 
light of a comprehensive study 
foai was conducted by several 
partied He commented that a car 
after four years of manufacture 
would not technically be in a 
good condition and accordingly 
foe study had taken into con- 
sideration national interests, 
particularly towards protecting 
foe environment. 

He called on reporters to see 
foe cars at ports that are five 
years old and to visualise for 
themselves foe expense to pur- 
chasers in foe form of mainten- 
ance as also the damage these 
cars cause to the environment. 

He clarified that the cars 
already -on foe roads in Kuwait 
are technically tested by foe traf- 
fic department upon the renewal 
of foe car book. However, he 
disclosed that foe ministry has 
decided to undertake tests on all 
second hand cars that are impor- 
ted to ensure that they are in 
keeping with GCC specifica- 
tions. For making such tests pos- 
sible, foe minister said that it will 
be necessary to organise a 
separate apparatus. 

Speaking of cars that have 
already been shipped and on 
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countries jointly. In this respect 
he sa,d that the GCC countries 
aid not allow merchants to 
import cars of those models 
Which have a local agrr,t in the 
country. 

Meanwhile. Khaled denied 
rumours that the ministry is 
being pressurised by local car 
agents to strictly enfore the ban, 
stressing foal the relevant ban 
had been taken on the basis of 
pertinent studies conducted by 
the ministry itself. 

He reiterated foe fact that foe 
ministry had not been in contact 
with local car agents, but had

GENEVA, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
The United Arab Emirat es, once 
a big trader in ivory and rhin- 
oceros horns, will rejoin Cites foe 
world body which bans such 
trade, foe organisation said 
Friday. 

“Given the important role 
played by the United Arab 
Emirates in elephant ivory, rhin- 
oceros horn and other products, 
the return of this country to the 
Cites family is an important step 
for the conservation of species 
threatened by trade," Secretary- 
General Eugene Lapointe said in 
a statement. 

Cites, foe UN convention on 
international trade in endan- 
gered species, banned ivory trade 
in a controversial bid last 
October to save the elephant. 
Rhinoceros horn, sought for 
dagger handles and love potions, 
had already been banned. 

The UAE, a union of seven 
independent-emirates, withdrew 
from Cites in January 1988 
apparently because of a lack of 
national legislation to c any out 
Cites trade bans. 


Dubai, for example, Banned 
ivory and rhinoceros trade last 
June but that did not prevent 
commerce from spreading to 
other parts offoe UAE. 

“Our satisfaction is even 
greater because, before rejoin- 
ing, the United Arab Emirate 
took all of the necessary steps 
that will allow them to apply foe 
convention effectively,” 
Lapointe said. 

Five Southern African ivory 
producing countries as well as 
China took out “reservations” to 
the ivory trade ban, meaning that 
they would continue to trade. 
Britain did foe same on behalf of 
Hong Kong, but only for six ■ 
months. ■ 

To protect foe rhinoceros, 
more endangered than foe ele- 
phant, Cites would like to attract 
foe Yemens, where nearly every 
man wears a curved dagger. Han- 
dles can be made from other 
products, but rhinoceros horn is 
most prized. 

The UAE has submitted its 
declaration of joining Cites and 
will formally become foe group’s 
106th member on May 9.

Proving Jewishness 


New obstacles 
for immigrants 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, (AP); Asya Gomelsky survived two 
pogroms in ther 83 years. Never did die expect her Jewishness to be 
called into question in the Jewish state. 

But this is what happened when Mrs Gomelsky's 50-year-old son 
Boris asked Israel's Interior Ministry for identity papers for his family. 1 
The Gomelskys, from the Soviet city of Kharkov, were turned away 1 
because they had no documents proving the family was Jewish. * 

Their story and similar tales surfacing with the new rush of Soviet 
immigrants have sparked protests by Soviet activists and complaints by ■ 
four liberal parties over policies of the Interior Ministry, which is 
controlled by the ultra-orthodox Shas Party. 

“Do you know what it is to question the Jewishness of those who have 
suffered for generations in the Soviet Union for being Jewish," Robert 
Golan, bead of a Soviet activist group, told the Jerusalem Post daily. 

Mrs Gomelsky, who appeared on Israel television this weekend, 
touched many Israelis with the tale of her sufferings during Russia's 
1917 revolution and civil war. 

“I survived two pogroms and was persecuted as a Jew, and here in 
Israel they tell me I'm not Jewish," Mrs Gomelsky wept “In 1919 ... 

her they cut him with sabers, and we ran away to hide in die fields." 

After the TV broadcast, several ministers questioned Interior Mini- 
ster Arye Deri, a member of Shas, in a cabinet meeting Sunday. Soviet 
activists warned the following day they would take to the streets over 
Deri's policies. 

But a visit to Interior Ministry offices here showed several recent 
Soviet arrivals who came from identity cards still were being turned 
away under the same policy. 

“Go home and come back when you have papers showing you are 
Jews." an official told them to the protests of Israelis waiting in line. 

Those rejected can get rent subsidies and other benefits as 
immi grants, but their ID cards do not say “Jewish.” Without that word, 
the card's holder may have trouble with marriage, divorce or other 
persona] matters controlled by the ultra-orthodox establishment 
For years, Lhe Interior Ministry also has been ruled by the ultra- 
orthodox, for whom the mostly secular wave of Soviet Jews is a mixed 
blessing if not a direct threaL 

The expected arrival of up to 300,000 Soviet Jews in the next three 
years could undermine Israel's delicate balance of power in which three 
ultra-orthodox parties and a religious one usually hold the key to 
forming coalition governments. 

Neither of thecoim try’s two major parties, the right-wing Likud Bloc 
or centre-left Labour Party, have never won enough seats in the 12- 
member Parliament to govern on their own, meaning each scrambles to 
bring the religious parties into coalitions. 

Over the years, Israel's religious community used this power to pass 
laws favouring the orthodox and enforce mlesTorong businesses arid 
entertainment spots to close on the sabbath; from sundown Friday till 
sundown Saturday. 

The ultra-orthodox fear this may change with the Soviet Jewish 
immigration wave, which they claim includes many couples of mixed 
marriages and even non-Jews. 

In mid-January, the ultra-orthodox Yom Hashishi weekly claimed 
that Israeli officials in Moscow “reject immigration requests of elderly 
religious Jews, preferring young intellectual couples in spite of a large 
percentage of mixed marriages among them." 

“This selection will change in the coming years the face of the Israeli 
society,” it charged. 

Religious Affairs Minister Zevulun Hammer last week fuelled the 
controversy by saying up to 30 per cent of the Soviet immigrants were 
non-Jews trying to find a way to escape the Soviet Union.

PESHAWAR, Pakistan, (AP): A year after the 
Soviet array withdrew from their homeland, Afghan 
tribesmen turned rebels are still living in squalid 
camps in Pakistan and wondering when they can 
return home in peace. 

Many seem as frustrated by factionalism among 
rebel leaders as by the staying power of their foe, 
communist President Najib. 

“Most people don't care about the (rebel) leaders 
or Najib, they just want peace in Afghanistan," said 
one Afghan rebel who asked not to be identified. 

After nine years and at least 1 3,000 Soviet deaths, 
the Red Army pulled out of Af ghanistan Feb IS, 
1989. It left behind a stalemate on the battlefield, 
and Western observers predicted US-backed rebels 
would soon oyemm government troops and snatch 
victory from a demoralised Afghan army. 

Relying on more than SI billion worth of Soviet 
military and humanitarian aid over the last 12 
months, Najib has kept the cities under his control, 
and dealt rebels a political thrashing. 

The rebel leadership, headquartered in Pakistan, 
is concentrated in the hands of seven Afghans who 
range from Islamic fundamentalists to Western- 
oriented royalism. ’ 

But like Najib, who* is seen by most Afghan exiles 


viewed as ineffective figures dependent on US and 
Pakistani support.

“Who has given these seven the power?" asked 
Naim Majrooh, head of a pro-rebel information 
centre. “Ask the friends of the Afghan resistance. 

It's not the people of Afghanistan." 

The people, he said, have been dropped from the 
equation. 

Majroof said Afghans either have been terrorised 
into silence by some rebel leaders bent on carving 
out their political niche in the wake of the Soviet 
troop withdrawal, or they can't afford to speak up 
and risk losing their monthly stipend of food. 

'They are dependent for everything in the camps 
and the economy inside the country has been so 
\ badly damaged," said Majrooh. “They have break- 
fast and they don't know where their dinner is 
coming from. They have been made into the silent 
s majority.”

Dissolution urged Karachi violence 


MOSCOW. ( Reuter): The Soviet 
Union’s once omnipotent Com- 
munist Party, having agreed to 
forego its political monopoly, is 
now facing calls to take a final 
step -- and dissolve. 

Firm supporters oF Mikhail 
Gorbachev's perestroika 
reforms are urging the Kremlin 
leader to rethink his proclaimed 
devotion to traditional Marx- 
ism-Leninism and lead a new 
socialist party. 

The calls to dissolve the party 
are so far coming mostly from 
radical intellectuals. 

But there are signs that even 
dedicated members of the party, 
which has ruled the country for 
seven decades, are coming 
aapimd to the view that its days 
are numbered. 

“To achieve a total break with 
the past, the Soviet Communist 
Party has only one way out — 
self-dissolution." wrote Lenin- 
grad author Mikhail Chulaki in 
the latest edition of Moscow 
News, a reformist weekly whose 
editorial offices were badly 
damaged in a fire overnight. 


In the current affairs journal 
Novoye Vreraya, Moscow his- 
torian Leonid Batkin said the 
party would not survive the year 
u any form unless it followed 
Poland's communists by totally 
reshaping itself and taking a new 
name. 

“After 40 years in the parly." 
said one senior journalist, “I 
have come to recognise that most 
of what I thought I believed in 
was incantation based on holy 
texts written about a totally dif- 
ferent world to the one we live in 
today." 

“I believed implicitly in the 
party," said a 72-year-old retired 
school principal. “1 believed even 
though my father and brother 
went to labour camps in the 
1930s and perished there while 
my mother died of grief. 

“Now l know it was all self- 
deception. For me. and many 
more of my generation, the party 
is dead and can never be brought 
to life again.”

SIR: In some Pakistani circles, the contention is that 
the recurring violence in Karachi is extraneous: India 
has been implicated in fuelling riots and fanning 
political disruptions in Sind. Another point of view 
ad vocated, particularly by the end of Zia’S era, was that 
the late president, in his foul attempts to maintain 
power endlessly, manipulated divergent political for- 
ces in Sind with the purpose of keeping national atten- 
tion diverted from the nation's overwhelming push 
towards democracy. Yet, some political analysts sug- 
gest that the recent and the continuous outbreak of 
violence in Karachi, specifically and in the interior of 
Sind in general, is the making of opposing political 
parties and forces in Pakistan who wish to maintain 
political power or by those who are bent on grabbing 
power from a legitimately elected govern men 1 . 1 1 is said 
that every fair and unfair punch is being pulled to 
discredit one another. The Karachi situation comes as 
a handy political tool to inflict the desired damage on 
both sides. 

Let us consider all of these possibilities one by one. It 
is true that India’s possible role in the disturbances 
cannot simply be ruled out. India, itself faced with 
mounting ethnic and separatist problems, may per- 
ceive that its problems are harnessed by Pakistan's 
support. Or the Indian government may simply- be 
pointing its finger towards Pakistan in order to divert 
the masses' attention from the problems within, seek- 
ing a scapegoat outside. To support this perceived 
scenario. India may actually be cooking up much of the 
trouble in Sind. But to pin total responsibility of Sind’s 
and Karachi's ethnic problems on India’s shoulders 
would be a far-stretched exaggeration of reality. For 
the principles and the dynamics of ethnic unrest are 
that they Breed on the basis of indigenous discontent; 
extremists in a sanguine society are not bom. they are 
the products of psycho-sodo-eco-cul cured depriva- 
tions that plague a society for a considerably unreason- 
able span of tunc. India may be able to exploit indigen- 
ous discontent, but it would be beyond the powers of 
external force to implant the discontent with such 
managed ferocity. 

Explanation 

The second possible explanation given is that the 
present turmoil in Sind and Karachi is the legacy of 
Zia’sera-Itisquitepossiblethat late General Zia might 
have been guilty or exploiting the Sind situation for 
maintaining his personal hold on power. But the trou- 
bkwitb ibis contention is that il fails to explain whv the 
violence has so ferociously increased since an elected 
government came to power in Islamabad over a year 
ago. There seems no solidarity of views emerging 
between the elected administration and the troubled 
groups. 

Given the dynamics of normal political discourse in 
Pakistan, the third rationalisation or the Sind problem 
given above might be partially true. The opposition in 
Pakistan is smgly-mindedly obsessed in bringing the 
People's Party government down; the PP, on the other 
hand, is equally determined not to give up power. The 
rules of the political game in Pakistan have been known 
to be uncouth, deliriously unsophisticated, excessively 
partisan, full of mock solemnity, and devoid of 
strategical solidarity. No wonder then that even the 
advent of democracy has still further escalated the 


deterioration of political conditions and has, in fact, 
enlarged the web of complexity of problems and, 
consequently, the resolutions of the issues. But that . 
ought to be expected in the maturing of a political 
process, albeit excesses in Pakistan are quite phen- 
omenal. 

Then what is the nature of the problem and how can 
Lhe issue be resolved? The foremost thing to do is to 
acknowledge the fundamental trugh in the basis of the 
problematic: the fact is that inspite of several interven- 
ing variables, external as well as internal, the constant 
variables in the Sind political disruptions are the 
MQM’s and the Sindhi's grievances. It is the exigency, 
sine qua non, to i mm e di ately and unconditionally 
acknowledge that the MQM and the Sindhis in the 
interior or Sind have several legitimate grievances. It is 
a fact that the Mohajir community has been denied 
several economic and socio-political opportunities and 
has been treated as a minority, at tunes contemp- 
tuously. resulting in precarious psychological 
insecurity. The net result now is that the MQM has 
taken a belligerent political stand. Considering the 
prevailing everyday conditions, such a behaviour is 
now without reasons. 

In the same way, the Sindhi culture and language has 
been subjected to various imprudent pressures, and 
long-awaited land reforms in the interior of Sind have 
noi been forthcoming. Consequently, the economic 
conditions of the Sindhi “hari” have remained unchan- 
ged and have, in fact, become increasingly more dif- 
ficult. In the absence of political recourse, long-delayed 
and overdue by at least two decades, the political 
conditions in the Sind province have become poten- 
tially threatening to the solidarity of Pakistan. It is a 
very precarious situation. With the Kashmir inferno 
blazing. India might attempt to seize upon the sym- 
pathies of the separatists in Sind. 

RsallM 

We, as a nation, must also realise that the prevailing 

conditions in Sind areuot the malting ofa person or of a 

particular party. All nations in the solidarity-m aking 
process go through several phases of highly polarised, 
political enigmas. The enigmatic polarisation of such 
political forces become dangerous when the con- 
sequential enormity of such human phenomena is 
subjected to over-zealous emotionalism (as in the case 
of Pakistan now) and when the political misman- 
agement of such scenarios continues unabated. Unfor- 
tunately, this is exactly what is happening in Pakistan 
recently. Not everyone is a traitor in MQM and Sind, 
noris everyone opposed to these forces everywhere else 
in Pakistan a patnot. 

The government has been high on rhetoric, and the 
unfortunate negatively-oriented opposition has been 
single-mindedly attempting to escalate the cycle of 
violence to discredit Prime Munster Benazir Bhutto's 
government in order to grab power in Islamabad. The 
welfare of the people has not been on the agenda yet. 
The opposition in Pakistan has not been playing a 
constructive role so far. 

The political management of the crisis by the Peo- 
ple's Party, on the other hand, has been lacking in 
foresight- The appointment of a judicial commission 
by the primeminister to probe the causes of the recent 
violence in Karachi is symptomatic of the fact that the 
government has not applied itself completely to fully 
understand the dynamics of the Karachi and Sind 
problematics earnestly: in fact, it has chosen to fa k e a 


course that it considers politically more appropriate in 
face-saving, and not expedient in the resolutions of the 
issues. The idea is, let us find scapegoats and expose, 
them to the public. The judicial commission probe will 
serve as a political gimmick to pin down the per- 
petrators of the so-called crimes, punish them, and 
allow the government to wash their hands of* the 
responsibilities for the crisis. However, the commission 
report will not help curb the violence itself, particularly 
interminably. 

We already know that the present crisis is not the 
making of this government, however, the resolution oT 
these problems is the responsibility of this administra- 
non. 

It would be advisable for Islamabad to demonstrate 
a crisis-management approach rather than a legalistic 
orientation to the ensuing problems. Fortunately 
enough for the prime minister, there is an un paralleled 
paradox in the Karachi crisis; seemingly, this situation 
poses the most serious threat to the prime minister's 
administration, however, she can lake this hopeless 
situation and turn h into a winning card ensuring a 
public mandate for virtually indefinite continuation of 
her government,

Am Flight 103 over Scotland, in which 200 people 
were killed. 

Syria has temporarily restrained the PFLP-GC 
because of the international outrage following the 
Pan Am disaster, said Ariel Merari, an expert on 
international terrorism from Tel Aviv University in 
IsraeL 

Jibril is thought to have carried out the attack 
under contract to Iran, which has been accused of 
sponsoring dozens of terrorist acts around the 


world. 

Iranian-sponsored terrorist activity has increased 
in the six months since the death of Iran's 
revolutionary leader, the Ayatollah Khomeini, 
officials said. 

The State Department warned earlier this month 
that pro- Iranian extremists might plan a terrorist 
attack against Americans in Europe to coincide with 
the 1 1 th anniversary of the Islamic Revolution that 
brought Khomeini to power. 

Indications of stepped up Iranian activity stem 
partly from a shipment of explosives intercepted last 
November in Barcelona, Spain . The explosives were 
sent from Lebanon by the pro-Iranian Hezbollah 
network of Shiite extremists.

Syrian President Hafez Assad's gradual turning against the radical Palestin- 
ian groups he helped create comes after warnings from Moscow that the Soviet 
Union and its Warsaw Pact allies were no longer able to help Damascus achieve 
its goal of strategic parity with Israel. Egyptian newspapers said 
It also follows Egypt's recent return lothc Arab fold, ending years ol' isolation 
following i is 1979 peace treaty with Israd, the newspapers said. Egy pt restored 
diplomatic tics with Syria on 'Dec 27. 1989. and Cairo's troubled relation* wuh 
another radical Arab state.

“One of the basic elements in the dialogue between (Egyptian President 
Hosni J Mubarak and Assad, is getting Syria more involved m the current peace 
process. - one Egyptian Foreign Ministry source told United Press inter- 
national in a telephone interview.

Bush, who vetoed an earlier ver- 
sion of the bQl, contended that his 
constitutional authority as president 
allowed him to disregard a section of 
the bOl requiring that Congress be 
kept informed of secret diplomatic 
missions — a move prompted by 
unannounced US dealings with Ber- 
ing. 

Under the measure, funding for 
talks with tee PLO would not be 
provided if any of the PLO represen- 
tatives could be linked to terrorist 
acts against the United States. 

“If this section were interpreted to 
prohibit negotiations with particular 
individuals under certain circum- 
stances, it would impermissibly limit 
my constitutional authority to 
negotiate with foreign organisations. 
Bush said in a statement issued by the 
White House. 

Addressing the part about 
diplomatic missions. Bush objected 
that “such blanket reporting 
requirements could be read to com- 
pel tee disclosure of the contents of 
sensitive ongoing negotiations and 
may. therefore, compromise my con- 
stitutional authority.” 

He said he would “construe these 
provisions in light of my con- 
stitutional duties.

Mabroki, 30, a Moroccan pas- 
sport-holder, was convicted and 
sentenced in March 1986 for the 
attemtped murder of Assim 
Gutaishat, the charges d’affaires 
of the Jordanian embassy. He 
was also found guilty of the illegal 
possession and use of weapons. 

The Palestinian has consisten- 
tly denied all charges and police 
have been unable to determine 
whether he belonged to any 

terrorist organisation, the spok- 
esman said, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity.

UN launches emergency food aid for Somalia 


UNITED NATIONS, Feb 17, (Agencies): 
The United Nations last week launched an 
emergency relief programme for 140,000 
refugees in northern Somalia who may face 
mass starvation. 

Several UN relief organisations pulled out 
of Somalia last October when the country’s 
brutal civil war made it impossible to dis- 
tribute goods in the arid northwest region. 

In a statement issued, yesterday. UN 
Secretary General Javier PerezdeCueUar said 
the action was in response to an appeal by the 
Somalian government, which has warned 
donors that 300,000 refugees could starve if 
aid were not forthcoming. 


The emergency relief action would include 
2,000 tonnes of food and UN agencies, such as 
the High Commissioner for Refugees and the 
World Food Programme, would resume 
humanitarian assistance “as soon as condi- 
tions allowed,” the statement said. 

Independently, the International Commit- 
tee of the Red Cross (ICRC). which still 
operates in the area, is also talking to the 
Somalian government on plans to expand its 
programmes, it added. 

The Somalian government of Siad Bane, 


the North, has assured thesecretary general of 

its full co-operation in facilitating the aid. 

A UN state m ent said "prevailing insecurity 
in the affected areas” prompted Perez de 
Cuellar to launch the new programme. 

The ICRC also is trying to clear the wav for 
the repatriation of Ethiopian refugees, work- 
ing with a commission made up of officials 
from Ethiopia, Somalia and the UN Hieh 
Commissioner for Refugees. - ^

NEW YORK, Feb 17, (UPI); 
Prices on world oihmarkets drop- 
ped yesterday in what was seen as 
a correction of a rally Thursday 
triggered by erroneous rumours 
that an earthquake had damaged 
the Alaska pipeline carrying 
more than a quarter of US od 
output. 

For the week, however, prices 
moved up on the uncertainty 
created by the bankruptcy of 
Drexel Burnham Lambert, a 
major o2 market player, and an 
oil industry report that US 
gasoline stocks grew a surprising 
7 miHion gallons (25 million L) 
last week. Colder ..weather in 
Europe also played a role. 

“It turned out yesterday's 
(earthquake) did not cause any 
danger to the pipeline,” said 
Peter Beutel of Elders Futures 1 
Inc. in New York. 

The federal earthquake centre 
in Ancorage said Thursday a 
moderate earthquake with a 
magnitude of 4.5 on the Richter 
scale hit 20 miles (32 km) west of 
Valdez. A spokesman for the 
Aleyska pipeline said the pipeline 
had hot been damaged or shut 
down. 


Friday’s market was “a 
correction,” said Michael 
McDermott of New York’s 
Rune Webber Inc. “Yesterday’s 
rally was a false move. We tried 
to follow that early today before 
the market moved down.” 

On the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, the benchmark West 
-Texas intermediate crude for 
March deb very dropped 42 cents 
to S22.42 a band but finished the 
week 68 cents higher. 

WTt was bid at 522.40 a barrel 
on the US Gulf coast cash 
market, down 40 cents on the day 
but up 65 cents on the week. 

The final day for trading the 
March contract on the Merc is 
Tuesday, when April becomes 
the spot month futures contract. 
April finished the day at S22J25 a 
barrel, down 18 cents. The Mere 
will be closed Monday' for 
President’s Day. 

McDermott did not anticipate 
any rally on the final day of trad- 
ing the spot month contract as 
has been the case in the last 
several months. 

He said in recent months the 
high margin between the prices 


of refined products and crude has 
encouraged refiners to buy at the 
end of a delivery contract. 

“That's not going to happen 
this month,” the analyst said. 

There will be increasing pres- 
sure to lower crude prices with 
the approach of March and fall- 
ing demand as refineries perform 
their seasonal turnaround main- 
tenance to maximize the refining 
of gasoline over beating oil 

“I see extensive turnarounds 
in March with losses fra crude 
demand) of about 1 million 
barrels a day spread across the 
United States,” McDermott 
said. 

“I don’t see good news in heat- 
ing oU, I don’t sec good news in 
gasoline and I dont’ see good 
news in crude oil,” he said. “The 
market is telling me it’s going to 
go lower.” . 

March heating oil dropped 
1 .25 cents to 57.40 cents a gallon 
on the Merc, still 2.32 cents 
higher limn the previous Friday. 
It fell 1.4 cents to 57.65 cents a 
gallon on the New York harbour 
cash market. 265 cents higher 
than a week ago.

E. Europe presents attractive market for Western producers 


ZURICH. Feb 17. (Kuna): As the economies of 
Eastern Europe open up and attempt basic 
changes in (He economic rules, it may be a long 
>“ay to prosperity, according to a quarterly 
publication by (be Union Bank of Switzerland 
(UBS). 

In addition to fundamental changes in econ- 
omic rules, a massive re-investment in educa-- 
tion and physical planning is necessary. But 
until new raws arc firmly fixed and broadly . 
accepted, investment in Eastern Europe win 
remain “a high-risk proposition and trade will 
remain depressed.” the publication said. 

The experience so far suggests that "holf- 
5olulidns , which unfortunately most refor- 
mers continue to suggest, do not work. Free 
prices without competitive markets and clearly 
defined rights an d obligations tend to produce 
inflation rather than higher productivity. 

Notions like creating socialism with a human 
Jace. or of adopting some form of market- 
Moctalism abound. Lcsa attention is bring paid 
to actually replacing socialist management with 
greater individual responsibility. This suggests 
"a long period of economic muddling along” 
with Eastern Europe, at best, no more success- 
ful than tire more backward pans or Western 
Europe. 

At the same time, the diversity of reform 
movements among different countries and 
wttitin the Soviet Union itself, provides room 


fpr hope. For. if some reforms are seen to 
succeed, others will follow to bring a better 
outcome across the board. 

Despite Us economic potential and the 
dramatic political changes now taking place, 
the influence of events in Eastern Europe on the 
Western era noray is likely to remain small in the 
near terra, the UBS report says. 

“Though the situation differs from country 
tocountry. Eastern Europe as a whole is simply 
too poor and disorganised for developments in 
the East to influence overall economic activity 
in the West.” While its population, including 
the Soviet Union, exceeds that of Western 
Europe by nearly 20 per cent, combined 
national output — and income — is less than 
half os large. 

Despite a targe and relatively well educated 
workforce and a solid natural resource base, 
Eastern Europe's 425 million people produce a 
little less than do 122 million Japanese. 
“Natural resources are wasted, labour is 
unproductive, and management efibn is mis- 
directed." the UBS report points out. 

Eastern Europe presents an attractive market 
for Western producers. Shortages of almost 
eveiythingand the poor quality of goods availa- 
ble suggest tremendous opportunities to many 
Western entrepreneurs. But lack of purchasing 
power by Eastern Europe to pay for the broad 
range of goods and services demanded is a 


problem. 

Russia dominates the East with an economy 
more than twice the size of the rest of Eastern 
Europe combined. Even so, Russia's SI, 500 
billion gross national product (GNP) is only 
about half that of Japan's, 

Poland, the next largest Eastern country, is 
not quite the economic size of the Netherlands, 
while Hungary compares with Greece or Por- 


For most Western firms, integration within 
the S3.800 billion European Economic Com- 
munity still presents possible gains or losses — 
that loom much more important than possible 
profits even in the Soviet Union. 

With relations between Eastern countries 
already poor and moving apart, closer ties to 
one or two of the smaller countries is not likely 
to assure access to the combined market in any 
event, the report contends. 

Most of Eastern Europe's output is devoted 


only about in tine with that in Spain. Ireland or 
southern Italy. 

Incomes m Poland, Yugoslavia or Romania 
were only about on par with Turkey 111 1987 (the 
year of the bank's benchmark estimates), and 
have likely fallen behind since. 

Russia’s per capita income in 1987 was just 
about the average for other East European 


countries. However, this mdud-.d $700 per 
capita spent on defence — adding little to the 
material wefl-being of the people. 

The lag behind Western Europe will not 
easily be overcome, the UBS sti iy points out. 
While Eastern Europe may nat be poor in 
comparison with Africa or South Asia, it lags 
wdl btibind the more advanced developing 
countries in Asia and even the poor countries 
and regions of Weston Europe. 

Besides, just getting the rales right in Eastern 
Europe will not be enough to assure success. To 
avoid tire low-growth traps of southern Italy or 
British midlands, it win have to develop the 
'entrepreneurial dynamics' found in high- 
growth areas of Western Europe. 

Weak East-West economic ties also limit 
Western gains from unproved relations. Trade 
between Eastern and Western Europe in 1988 
came to about S90 billion, only 4 per cent of all 
Western European trade. 

Thus, trade relations within the European 
Economic Community (EEC) and between 
community and the Efta (European Free Trade 
Association 1 members will continue to domin- 
ate the Western European economic picture for 
sometime. 

Even so. Eastern exports of the few products 
available may proredisroptivetosome markets 
in the West — - raw materials, basic industrial 
products and low priced consumer goods. 


DHAKA, Feb 17: A three-day ministerial level 
meeting of the least developed countries (LDCs) 
ended in Dhaka last week with a call for adequate 
financial and technical assistance and transfer of 
technology. 

The meeting, which was attended by 30 of the 42 
LDCs of which 20 were at ministerial level, adopted 
the Dhaka Declaration and The Dhaka Document, 
spelling out a plan of action for LDCs for 1 990s. 

Conveying a political message to the inter- 
national community, the Dhaka Declaration 
emphasised the need for effective policies and 
measures at all levels, particularly at the inter- 
national level on the problems and issues confront- 
ing the LDCs. It also emphasised the transfor- 
mational needs of LDCs, poverty eradication and 
the need for an environment supportive of sustaina- 
ble development. It underscored the exceptional 
severity of the external debt problem faced by the 
least developed countries. 

The declaration strongly reaffirmed that the 
LDCs themselves have the primary responsibility 
for their socio-economic development The declara- 
, tion underlined the fact that due to weaknesses and 
formidable structural handicaps of the LDCs, no 
amount of domestic efforts would yield the required 
rate of growth in their countries, if these are not 
complemented by adequate external resources and 
support. 

. The declaration expressed the hope that the 
second UN conference on LDCs, to be held in Paris 
in September this year, will adopt an effective plan of 
action for the LDCs for the 1990s. It called for 
sustained, co-ordinated the effective follow-up and 
monitoring of the plan of action fox the 1990s at 
national and global levels. 

The Dhaka documents contain an assessment of 
progress in the socio-economic situation of ihe 
LDCs during the 1980s in Lhe light of the ongoing 
national and international support measures, the 
aid modalities and aid affectiveness, debt problems, 
debt relief measures and transfer of technology. 

The declaration and the document present a com- 


mon platform of the LDCs for the Paris conference 
and its preparatory process. 

The LDCs meeting also adopted the following 
decisions: (a) A mission consisting of four ministers 
from LDCs will visit donor capitals after April to 
sensitise the donor community; (b) A centre for 
research on LDCs will be set up for monitoring the 
needs and problems of LDCs; (c) Consultations and 
exchange of views at ministerial level on issues of 
concern to LDCs and monitoring and follow-up of 
the plan of action for the LDCs will be held during 
regular UNGA sessions at New York. 

Earlier this month, a meeting of the non-aligned 
Group of 77 was held in Dhaka. Addressing this 
meeting, Bangladesh President Hussain Muham- 
mad Ershad urged industrialised countries to reduce 
crushing Third World debt and draw the developing 
world into the economic mainstream and out of a 
“decade of despair.” 

Ershad warned that half a billion people in the 
least developed countries, including Bangladesh, 
remain *‘on the margin of existence” and need 
international support. 

“The restoration of growth in the LDCs will 
require substantial increase in development assis- 
tance," he said. 

For the underdeveloped countries. Ershad said, 
the 1980s were a decade of socio-economic stagna- 
tion. 

“What was to be a decade of development became 
a decade of despair,” he said. Average per capital 
income declined for most of the decade, and unem- 
ployment and illiteracy rose, he said. 

Ershad said overseas development assistance 
(ODA) must move towards an agreed target of 0.1 5 
per cent of the donors’ gross national product, or 
alternatively doubling aid for the least developed 
countries. 

“Donors should consider doubling the present 

level of ODA in the next five years," Ershad said In

A two-year regular budget of 
SI. 98 billion has been approved 
for 1990-91, with about S935 
million of that for this year's 
' operations. 

Member contributions for 
1990 became overdue on Feb I. 

UN spokesman Matthew Ner- 
zig said the world body faces as 
ominous financial situation. 

“The secretary-general has 
repeatedly stated that the situa- 
tion remains ominous. And des- 
pite these statements I can't say 
that the situation has improved," 
Neizigsaid. 

“In light of all that the organ- 
isation is being asked to do at the 
moment, I think it is high time 
that the UN be able to leave its 
financial worries behind," he 
said. 

In recent years the UN has 
heightened its involvement in 
mediating regional conflicts, 
clearing the way for an end to the 
Iran-1 raq war and overseeing Lbe 
transition to independence in 
Namibia. 

The five permanent members 
of the Security Council also have 
recommended a major UN role 
in efforts for peace in Cambodia.

Surprise jump in interest rates 


What recession? stock prices 


NEW YORK, Feb 17, (AP); If 
the economy is headed for a 
period of pain and retrenchment, 
some stubborn optimists in the 
stock market evidently haven't 
gotten the word. 

Over the fust seven weeks of 
1990, the financial news has been 
almost unrelentlessly negative — 
recession forecasts, a sudden rise 


in interest rates, and the dramatic 
failure of a prominent Wall 
Street firm. 

The stock market joined in the 
gloomy chorus last month with a 
selloff that chilled followers of 
the “January barometer,” which 
is supposed to signal the likely 
course of stock prices over the 
rest of the year. 


But with all those excuses to 
lose its nerve, the market has 
lately rebounded instead, and 
now stands only about 6 per cent 
below the record high it reached 
as the New Year began. 

The latest demonstration of 
the markets' resiliency came this 
past week, when barely a ripple 
of selling followed news of the 


collapse of Drexel Burnham 
Lambert, the firm that reigned as 
"junk-bond" king through most 
of the 1980s. 

That was hardly the only ins- 
tance. Analysts also note that the 
market has been faced with a 
barrage of increasingly down- 
beat appraisals of the business 
outlook. 


For example, Maury Harris, 
economist at Painewebber Inc., 
this month said he believed the 
odds of a recession had increased 
to about two in five, or 40 per 
cent, from one in three 
previously. 

At about the same lime, the 
economists S. Jay Levy and 
David Levy in Chappaqua, New 


York, increased their recession- 
probability rating from 50 per 
cent to 60 percent. 

Among other factors, both 
cited the surprise jump in interest 
rates, which has added to an 
already worristune list of credit 
problems facing business plan- 
ners and consumers. 

Said the Levys: "The economy

non- financial economic activity, 

"Overindebtcdness has 
reduced, or ended, business at *» 
number of retail firms. Construc- 
tion companies are building 
fewer houses because they can- 
not obtain financing.

Eurotunnel may be jeopardised 


WASHINGTON, 


(UPI): Deputy Secretary of State 
Lawrence Eagleburger told a 
group of business leaders today 
Americans must seize the 
"unusual opportunity" to invest 
in Eastern Europe or lose out to 
other countries. 

Eagleburger, US co-ordinator 
for assistance to Eastern Europe, 
will leave Tuesday for a week- 
long trip to the region. The State 
Department said he is scheduled 
to stop in Budapest, Warsaw, 
Belgrade and Vienna. 

The State Department said 
Eagleburger’s trip is designed to 
make contact with Government 
leaders and to look for ways to 
support economic and political 
reforms in the emerging East 
bloc. 

The department also announ- 
ced Friday the United States and 


its partners in Cocom, the Wes- 
tern organisation designed to 
control the export of technology 
to the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe will ease controls of tech- 
nology to Eastern Europe “to 
adapt to the changing environ- 
ment.” 

An announcement said access 
to Western technology will be 
enhanced for technology 'Tor 
legitimate civil purpose for coun- 
tries in Eastern Europe that have 
embarked on , democratic 
reforms and agree to safeguard 
our technology." 

Cocom. which includes all 
members of Nato plus Japan, 
met in Paris this week to consider 
the changes. 

In his speech Friday to the US 
Chamber of Commerce’s Inter- 
nationa] Forum, Eagleburger 
urged American businessmen to 


move into Eastern Europe 
quickly before other countries 
seize the opportunity. 

“It is clear that a new Europe 
will demand new thinking ana a 
new vision on our part. We have 
lived for the past 45 years with a 
divided Europe and axe still 
inclined to think of Eastern 
Europe as a place apart. But 
those days are gone — or are 
going fast,” he said. 

But he warned Eastern Europe 
may be a difficult place to do 
business, ■> 

“Laws and policies will be 
changing. New ideas will be da- 
shing with old habits. Credit, 
banking, communications and 
other facilities for doing business 
will be well below Western stan- 
dards, at least at the beginning,'' 
he said. 


Drexel begins layoffs 


NEW YORK, Feb 17, (UPI): Pink slips outnumbered blue 
chips yesterday at Drexel Burnham Lambert Group Inc., 
the largest investment house ever to seek federal bank- 
ruptcy protection, which began laying off several 
thousand employees. 

Other brokerages picked over the remains of Drexel, 
until recently one of the most powerful houses on Wall 
Street. Shearson Lehman Hutton Inc. was considering 
acquiring some of Dread's 28,000 brokerage accounts, a 
Shearson spokesman said. 

“Several thousands" of Drexcl's 5,300 employees were 
told Friday they were being laid off, said Drexel spokes- 
man Steve Anreder. 

“It will cease to be an operating company," be said of 
Drexel. which filed for bankruptcy protection Teusday. 
Once a formidable pioneer in the use of junk bonds during 
the takeovers of the 1 980s, Drexel said it sought protection 
from creditors because of a downturn in the market for the 


high-risk, higb-yieid bonds. - .. 

"The fallout from Drexel’s demise was expected .to be 
reflected in the earnings .of 25 large thrifts, which have 
heavy investments in junk bonds. 

At Drexel’s headquarters in Lower Manhattan, 
employees left FridaT'canying boxes of personal belong- 
in gs that were thoroughly searched by a beefed-up security 
staff. 

While one employee described the scene as depressing 
and another left cursing former US Attorney Rudolph 
Giuliani, who spearheaded the investigation that led to 
insider trading charges against Drexel, others managed to 
keep their sense of humour. 

Some wore buttons that read, “junk bonds keep 
America fit.” Another standing on the sidewalk shouted, 
“we’re tring to sell the equity division. Anybody want to 
buy it?" 

Even Drexel tried to put on a cheerful face.

Dollar dips as traders dismiss trade number, eye Japan vote 


NEW YORK. Feb 17. (UPI): The dollar 


mostly slid in New Y ork trading yesterday 
despite a significantly reduced US trade 
deficit, as players look profits and fled to 


safe European units until after Japan's 
weekend elections. 

The US trade deficit's fall to S7.2 billion 
in December from $10.5 billion in Novem- 
ber — much greater than expected — 
should have helped the dollar. But players 
saw an import faliofT as pointing to eco- 
nomic slowing. 

The trade data was flanked by Federal 
Reserve Board numbers showing US 
industrial production off 1 .2 per cent from 
December to January, and industrial 
capacity utilisation down to 81 .9 per cent 
from S3. 1 percent. 

Such evidence of economic feebleness 
increased the chance the Fed might lower 
interest rates and further undermine the 


than most people expected." said chief 
dealer John McCarthy of the Amsterdam 
Rotterdam Bank, but participants were 
put off the dollar by the gloomy industrial 
statistics. 

Late in the New York session the dollar 
was trading at 1.6763 German marks, off 
sharply from 1.6927 marks Thursday. But 
the dollar gained on the Japanese currency 
to trade at 144.75 yen against 144.74.

— caused 90.per cent of the allergic reactions. Soy products, shnp, bananas, 
tuna, chicken and trout were responsible for the remaining 10 pa cent of 
reactions. Chocolate , strawberries and tomatoes, often cited as causing allergic 
reactions, are probably unjustly blamed in-may cases. 

It’s quite posable thatyour child will out grow her food allergy. Many doctors 
believe that food sensitivity decreases with age. Until then, you win have to 
excertise just a bit more attention to her diet.

Rickshaws dumped at sea 


J akarta drivers lose jobs — fish find home 


y. 


JAKARTA, (Reuter): Jakarta’s three- 
wheded cycle rickshaws, or becaks,' are 
being dumped into the sea,- providing a 
homefor fish but leavingtens of thousands 
of drivers screaming for jobs. 

The government says becaks are 
inhuman and pledged to wipe them out 
by April, but its heavy-handed removal of 
drivers’ livelihood has come under fire 
from all sides and has even led to violence. 

Straining to pedal a rusty rickshaw 
loaded down with a -middle-aged hous- 
ewife, her three children and mountains of 
shopping in searing tropical heat isa tough 
way to earn a living. 

“It's inhuman... a sort of exploitation of 
man by man,” said Jakarta Governor 
Wiyogo Atmodarminto, 

But drivers, who earn 5,000 rupiah (2.80 


dollars) a day, would rather pedal than do 
nothing. They say they are being sacrificed 
to the development of the Indonesian 
capital. 

The- Jakarta government defends its 
policy, saying the administration is offer- 
ing programmes for becak drivers regis- 
tered as residents of Jakarta to retrain 
them as barbers, vendors or motor-vehicle 
drivers. 

The government is asking non-residents 
to return to their hometowns or join a 
resettlement programme outride Java. 

“What can I do if not driving a becak? 
Changing jobs requires capital- Where Can 
1 get the money from?” said Bedjo, q driver 
- whose rickshaw was seized by a becak task 
force. 

He said hopes of sending bis two chil-

bis becak, which the government sent to a 
watery grave. 

Becaks, pronounced bechak. were 
introduced in the 1940s when the occupy- 
ing Japanese army ran outof horses. 1 

Now, manoeuvred through the narrow 
lanes of Jakarta's crowded residential 
areas, they are considered incompatible 
with a modern city. 

Fames 

The government says motorised three- 
wheelers and minibuses -will replace 
becaks. But residents say their fumes will 
make Jakarta’s polluted air even grimier 
and their higher price- will force many 
people to walk 

Abolishing becaks was first proposed in 
' 1 972, sitting the - 1 25,000 nckshaws to 


about 10,000 before the campaign lost 
steam. In the 1980s, number swelled to 
nearly 100,000. 

The current crackdown began in earnest 
in December. Day and night, a city task 
force nets becaks in Jakarta's sidestreets, 
wrestingthem from their owners and send- 
ing them to be dumped. 

Fights between task-force officers and 
drivers are rife. Stone-throwing and 
attacks by both rides have left at least two 
people dead. 

But becak dumping has a bright ride. 
When officials, found drivers raiding 
dumps and rebuilding the rickshaws, they 
took to throwing them into Jakarta Bay. 

Fishermen found certain fish and mus- 
sels have rapidly multiplied under artificial 
reefs of moosy becak corpses. 


HOLLYWOOD, (UPI): Thanks 
in pan to the likes of Frank Sin- 
atra and Zsa Zsa Gabor, who 
seem to sell their houses when the 
closest get fifll, real estate here 
soars as high as the stars. 

The average habitable house 
north of Santa Monica 
boulevard in Beverly Hills, for 
example, is about S4 million. 

Tear-down houses go for $1.5 
million — the older, smaller 
houses that are bulldozed for far 
grander things on lots that are 
often only 70 feel by 180 feel (21 
by 55m.). 

Of 200 houses built in Beverly 
Hills in the past two years, all but 
five replaced a tear-down. 

If the :low end of available 
houses is $7 million in this 
enclave of the rich and infamous, 
the high end is out of right. Some 
homes in Bel Air and Holmby 
Hills go for as much as $25 
million. Then there is producer 
Aaron Spelling's 54,000 square- 
foot (48,600 sq.m.) mansion, still 
under construction, which has a 
price lag estimated at about $30 
million. 

The man doing the estimating 
is realtor Mike Silverman, who is 
as much a celebrity around town 
as most actors. 

Silverman has been buying 
and selling homes to the big- and 
small-screen elite for more than 
30 years. 

Several years ago he sold 
Frank Sinatra a house atop a 
peak in the Santa Monica moun- 
tains overlooking Beverly Hills. 
Sinatra grew tired of it, so Silver- 
man sold it — sight-unseen — to 
a multimillionaire and his new 
bride. 1 

After that marriage broke up, 
Silverman sold it back to Sinatra 
who kept it several years before 
selling it again.

“When Frank married Mia 
Farrow, he asked me to find him 
a house,” Silverman recalls. “I 
drove him arounb Bel Air and 
told him to pick one out He 
pointed to a home he liked, but it 
wasn't for sale. 

"I took him back to his office 
and returned to the house and 
had tea with the woman who 
owned it A few days later Frank 
bought the house.” 


The frequency of marriage and 
divorce helps keep the market 
lively. So does the restlessness of

“Sometimes celebrities buy 
other celebrities' homes,” Silver- 
man said. "That was the case 
with the Bel Air mansion that is 
owned now by Marvin Davis. I 
originally sold it to Dino de 
Laurentiis. Kenny Rogers 
bought it for $14 million and 
then sold it to Marvin Davis for 
over $20 million.” 

Silverman also makes his 
home in Bevaly Hills, along with 
a weekend getaway on the beach 
at Malibu, surrounded by the 
likes of Charles Bronson and Jill 
Ireland. Larry Hagman, Burgess 
Meredith, Dennis Weaver and 
others. 

Malibu, he says, is in a price- 
tag class by itself. A lot with 5- 
foot (11m.) frontage goes for 
more than $ l million if it's on the 
sand, even if the house is a shack. 

“Pia Zadora has a house at the 
beach on a 30-foot ( 1 0m.) lot and 
she has it up for sale at $4.5 
million,” Silverman said.

36 barangays freed from rebel control 

THE military has established government presence in at least 36 
barangays formerly controlled by communist rebels in Cotabaio 
province in 1989. 

Brig. Gen. Orlando V. Soriano, 603rd Army Brigade commander, 
said the deinfluenced barangays are fronts S3 and 72 of the rebels' 
operational and expansion areas. 

Soriano said deinfluenced means that the barangays are rid of CPP/ 
NPA political and military structures. 

'The insurgents have suffered a major setback in front 53 where they 
used to control 40 barangays two years ago. By the end of 1989, rebel 
control was reduced to 25 and by November, 1989, Lhe front was 
completely deinfluenced,” he said. 

The front, which includes the towns of Magpet. President Roxas, 
Matalam. Antipas and Kidapawan, is now rid of CPP(NPA shadow 
government, militia, forced taxation and rebel atrocities, Soriano said. 

He added that in front 72, comprising the towns of Makilala and 
Tulunan, the number of CPP/NPA controlled areas had been reduced 
from 3 1 to 20 in 1 989. 

He said that people sympathetic to the CPP/NPA cause have begun 
to change their minds while those forced by NPA guns have vowed to 
fight back.

Then there are those, not quite com- 
pletely cynical, who spot ‘a mixed couple, 
regardless of which is which and shrug 
and say something like this: “You know 
foreigners. The women, they like dark, 
earthy men. Something primal, animal, 
macho. They think they are better lovers. 
And the men, they like slim . dark, exotic, 
doe-eyed, long-haired Asians. They 
probably have fantasies of their being 
servile and erotic, able to be dominated. 
Hah?" 

The romantic, ready to see everything 
with Valentine-tinted glasses, will gaze 
dreamily and say: Tl must be true love.

ZOUBEIDA Lemqadden is tike a lovely 
child. Slim and tiny, she has an arresting 
Tace, the kind of face that would be at 
home on glossy magazine covers. At 26, 
going on 20, she is vibrant and energetic, 
with a personality that radiates into 
every corner of the room. Before you 
even see her coming, you can hear her 
quick sentences in accented English pep- 
pered with oo.diba, osige. 

Rene Aquitania is tall, dark and unas- 
suming, what a highland warrior should 
have looked like. He sports long hair tied 
at the nape, rubber slippers, rolled up 
faded jeans and a denim jacket. If you 
took bum home to mother she would grit 
her teeth and demand to know what you 
see in a struggling 27-year-old artist. 
Talkative, he isn't limiting his responses 
to siguro. ntaaari. sarta, bakit hintu. He is 
a shy, reluctant victim to a tape recorder 
and questions, the answer to which it 
seems he'd rather keep to himself. His 
gaze remains fixed out the window as the 
evening falls over the main thorough- 
fares of Baguio City, his thoughts far 
away, probably dwelling on the space he 
so desperately seeks. 

But these two very contrasting person- 
alities are a couple. 

Zoubeida was born in Algeria, of 
Muslim parentage. At the ageof three the 
family migrated to Belgium, where they 
made a life for themselves in Brussels, but 
kept close to their Moroccan culture. 
They were practising Muslims, but 
Zoubeida rebelled. “My parents were 
very strict and they wanted me to wear a 
turban, the long dress. But 1 was a teen- 
ager, I went around with my punk 
friends.” 

She finished cosmetology in school. 
For 10 years she worked as a model for 
sculptors and painters in an art academy. 
“I have always been the inspiration for 
artists.” 

In November of 1 987 she took a trip to 
Manila intendin g to stay for two months. 
Her friends took her to a film shjowing at 
Goethe H ouse.

The two months became eight and 
then Zoubeida went back to Brussels, “I 
went to tell them I would live here and 
stay here.

They 
had hoped that she would marry a 
cousin, the man chose for her, and live 
like a Moroccan, a Muslim. Since her

JOEY LOYZAGA has finally 
wound up with a new home in 
Pop Cola after being discarded 
by Anejo Rum 65 and failing to 
come to terms with Pepsi Cola. 

At the Colajiiizzlers’ camp, the 
younger Loyzaga who is once 
more separated from his older 
brother Chito. is filled with 
mixed emotions. He is happy 
haring found a new home and 
having gotten what he asked for. 
On the other hand, he is sad hav- 
ing left Anejo. a team he wanted 
to play for as long as his idol, 
playing-coach Sonny Jaworski is 
active in his dual capacity. 

Joey was left unprotected by 
the 65ers along with Nandy Gar- 
cia. Cayetano Salazar, Harmon 
Codinera were drafted by Pepsi, 
while Garcia and Salazar went to 
Anejo. Cezar found no takers, 
through. 

“1 admit I was hurt because I 
was left unprotected. I still am 
hurt ev en if 1 have already found 
a new team. I already talked to 
coach jaw orski and God-wiiling, 
we might be together again.” said 
joev who turned 28 last Septem- 
ber 23. 

Jaworski was quoted as aying 
that die younger Loyzaga lacked 
consistency in his game. A streak 
shooter, he would have a high- 
scoring night on one occasion 
and then lav a big fat egg the next 
lime around. 

Last year, he averaged 9.9 
points seeing action in 50 con- 
tests. He had a high of 33 points. 
He also had a total of 102 
rebounds. 86 assists, and 18 
steals.

Nobody called them heroes — the cita- 
tions did not use that word. But there is n6 
doubt about the impact of their deeds on 
the survival chances of the country and 
that therefore they deserve the gratitude of 
the race. Senator Aquffino Q. Pimentel 
who, as chairman of PDP Laban, person- 
ally brain-stormed this award programme 
says, “We are merely pinpointing 
individuals in various fields whose perfor- 
mance should serve as the standard for 
public servants and for those who would 
serve others. In effect, what we are sayingis 
that there's a wide variety ofleaders In our 
country that we can rely upon not only for 
development but also for the preservation 
of our democratic institutions.** 

Rep. Oscar Santos was the workhorse 
who chaired the committee that-searched 
for nominees all over the country. Says he, 
“I thinlc all we wanted to do was give 
recognition where it is due. For instance. 
Sen. Tanada. It's high time we honoured 
him while he is stiU with us.” And honour 
him we should, says Santos, not only for 
his nationalism but also for his integrity. 
Walang kalokohan iyam The same could 
be said, incidentally, of Santos himself. 

Secretary Bengzon, says Rep. Santos, 
stands out for the way he successfully 
fought for the gaieties law. Consider, says 
Santos, that a couple of years ago, the 
country^ total drag consumption was 
worth P9_2 billion. And 80 per cent of that 
was consumed by the upper 20 per cent oF 
the population, while the balance of con- 
sumption or 20 per cent was shared by 80. 
per-eottbof the population. Use generics : 
law will help correct that imbalance, he 
says. 

If it were possible to have another awar- 
dee this year for community sendee, it 
would have been Bernabe Buscayno 
(Kumander Dante to you) who is now 
proving in-his native Bamban, Tarlac that 
a farmers cooperative can succeed in the 
Philippines. It was a very dose choice 


between him and Bishop Labayen, says 
Santos. Prof. Randy David, on the other 
hand, has helped the common man under- 
stand current public issues more than any 
other media person. Rolando Olalia and 
Lean Alejandro were probably easy 
choices: in the act of serving, they have 
made the ultimate sacrifice. 

The good news is that there were plenty 
of nominees, and the nominations com- 
nntte bad to trim them down to ) SO before 
getting the board of judges, chaired by 
Justice CedHa Munoz Palma, to work. 
Other judges were Supreme Court Justice 
Bidin, UP President Jose Abueva, Dean 
Armando Malay, Quezon City councilor 
Frauds Pangilinan, Fr. Nebres of Ateneo, 
and former labour secretary Hobbit San- 
chez. 

By launching the Parangal, the PDP- 
Laban has behaved like civic organisation, 
perhaps a welcome innovation in Philip- 
pine politics. And they are going to have 
more off-season (that is, off-political 
season) activities, reveals Sen. Pimentel. 
This summer, they are scheduled to 
implement a nationwide “Caravan for 
Peace” to arouse popular commitment to 
dvilian supremacy and constitutional 
order. They also hope to get a wider public 
understanding of the party's ideology. 
“We believe in a nationalist way of 
developing our country,” says PimenteL 
“We also believe in structuring society so 
that wealth and power should he redis- 
tributed and not concentrated in a few.** 
He hastens to add that they hope to do this 
through a pr ogra mm e of the government 
‘ with a legislative component folly endor- 
„„ sedby the people. . 

In the meantime, he says, Congress 
should concentrate on two major issues; 
bread, meaning the economy, and justice, 
instead of nitpicking with the executive 
branch. “This is not to say that we should 
gireim our roteasfiscalizersof the govern- 
ment,” he stresses, “but we should cut 
down on the antics that we in the Senate 
are sometimes guilty of.” 


On his direct consultations with the peo- 
ple, Santos reports that what the people 
want more than anything else is to see that 
those who took advantage of their resour- 
ces are brought to jail. These indude 
prominent figures in the Marcos govern- 
ment But as it is, he says, some of these have 
found their way into the Senate, into the 
House of Representatives, and even in the 
powerful Commission on Appointments 
where they pass judgment on th qualifica- 
tions and competence of would-be public 
servants. The Sandiganbayan has not been 
effective, he says, because it is swamped 
with cases that it cannot all Handle. He 
believes, therefore, that the constitution 
should be amended so that the regular 
court can try cases now reserved only Tor 
the Sandiganbayan. 

Sen. Pimentel agree that there are con- 
stitutional provisions that are badly in 
need of improvement, but he wonders if 
some recent moves to amend the constitu- 
tion are not motivated bya hidden agenda. 
And that hidden agenda is to remove the 
Senate as an obstacle to the American 
objective of mamt*imng their facilities in 
Philippine military bases. That could be 
the agenda, too, behind the proposal for a 
snap presidential election, as well as a 
discernible campaign to subvert the 
reputation of the Senate. 

The party, he assures, will stand firmly 
against that foreign agenda, even as it 
works for its own nationalist and 
egalitarian casue. That cause can be 
served, he believes, not only by partisan 
electoral politics, but also by projects like 
Parangal sa Dakilang Pilipino. The 
Fihpmo public, too, needs to make its own 
jfifyrittifcrrts, and one of them is to adopt* 
the attitude that being useful is once more 
fashionable, and doing a good job 
however modest and mundane also 
deserves not only our encouragement but 
also our admiration. 

By promoting such a popular adjust- 
ment, the PDP Laban hopes to prove that 
as a movement it is truly what Sen. Pimen- 
tel calls the wave of the future. 


Visit to Tadoban 


^LAIN was falling on Tadoban 
’ r- monsoon rains delayed from 
x December, they said — but no 
one complained much, or let it 
deter the pace or range of living.' 
Jhc rains caused low water pres- 
sure, -and coincided with brow- 
(nouts, but people smiled and 
[ coped, and spoke of problems 
Ifnd plans, resorts and food, and 
were unfailingly gracious to food 
researchers. 

4 Lechon bought from one of a 
v fow of lechon shops on the main 
,street was almost our first taste of 
/jTadoban food — lechon eaten 
*with suka't bawang rather than 
sauce, and not with rice, but with 
i^jaway , a tuber boiled, sliced, and 
^‘■^ffective at cutting the grease. 
||This was our introduction to the 
3 lube temtoiy that is Leyte. 

Only here, in the town of 
o Pa garni, is binagol made: a hard 
Tfoot called lalyan (brought in 
from Samar) is scraped/grated 
'On a homemade machine, then 
^backed into a coconut half-shell 
^along with ground malagkit, 
flavouring (milk, butter, eggs, 
^peanuts, vanilla) and a “sauce” 
"of coconut milk. Wrapped in 
ir three layers of banana leaves and 
^securely tied, the delicacy is then 
boiled for six hours over a 
'toconut-shcll fire. The result is 
^Qclivered to Tadoban, to be sold 
rout daily on Zamora (the city's 
.jryman/kakanin street). To eat it, 
»pne unwraps, turns the shell over 
*bn the plate, cases it off. and is 
‘left with a mound sauced on top, 
7 body below — sweet and filling 
?fike suman. made not with rice, 
but with a tuber. 

. In the restaurant we found yet 
•another facet of Leyteno food: 
“&e predilection for fish fresh off 
rfhe fishing boat. AGUS (Old 
Road. Sagkahan, tel. 321-2647) 
!fe located right in a fish market, 
■•beyond the fish-dealing area, 
.jbnng built out over the water, 
Within sight of the finger wharfs 
w and fishing boats unloading. 
vPwner Agustina B. Go started 
out with a market fish stall, and 
’has been in fish-dealing and in 
‘the restaurant business for about 
; 40 years. She opened Agus 
because of friends dropping in to 
eat, and eventually taking over 
'her dining room. 

-* Breakfast with Ms. Go consis- 
ted or a platter of different 
broiled fishes: sandaian (pam* 


Agustina Go. owner of AGUS- 
on-the-Gulf. 

pano), mamsa (talakitok), tonto 
(said always to swim in pairs, so 
that fishing for one means catch- 
ing two). “Here we always lake 
fishes whole,” she admonished, 
as we started to cut one in half. 
Sybaritic were the baked tipay, 
scallops on the white half-shell 
(the other is coloured), baked 
with butter and toasted garlic. 
Juicy were the steamed sea 
prawns and crabs. Memorable 
was tbs whole meal, taken by the 
sea and in peace and leisure. 

Seafood, too, is the core of the 
menu at the Sinugba House (San 
Jose. tel. 323-2380), also by the 
sea, and made of sawali, nipa, 
and coconut timber. One morn- 
ing we hitched a ride with Mr. 
Napoleon Amor, owner, who is 
also president ofthe fish dealers' 
and market vendors’ associa- 
tions. He and his wife go to 
market daily, she to buy the 
vegetables, he the meat, fish, 
seafood and coal W trailed him 
as he pointed at prawn, and 
raised a finger or two to indicate 
amount; or chose a fish with a 
mere look and nod. all his fish- 
dealing experience behind turn, 
and handed out a bill or two; as 
he put a hand on a vendor's 
shoulder, to listen to a 


milk. This is used here quite as 
much and as happily as it is in the 
Bicol it&ion, and constitutes a 
major dimension of Leyteno 
cooking. At Agus we had a 
delightful salad ofboBed skinned 
eggplants dressed with coconut 
milk and garnished with chop- 
ped red bell peppers. At Sinugba 
we had dagmay, the Leyteno 
laing, in which gabi leaves are 
tied in loose knots, and cooked in 
coconut milk and ginger, and a 
langka-crab salad, also in 
coconut milk. Severina Gonzalo 
Cam, retired teacher and 
dedicated cook, described to us 
- her utan (gulay) ngabayabas, in 
which ripe guavas are seeded and 
sauteed in vegetable oil and 
garlic, then cooked with coconut 
imUc/cream, a bit ofhrown sugar 
and vanila. 

Tadoban is not all gabi/ 
gaway/talyan, however, not fish/ 
seafood and gate. A delicious 
specialty • we encountered was 
pakdol, the best of which is to be 
found at the DAHIL SA IYO 
FASTFOOD AND COFFEE 
HOUSE (Calle Real tel 321- 
3427), owned and run by 
Anacorita (Coring) and Roman 
Reyes. 

Pakdol is carabeef stew ■— 
bones, marrow and meat — with 
pechay, flavoured and made 
fragnani by lemongrass, ginger 
and leeks.' It is made only from 
the back legs of the carabao 
(carabeef is a Leyte favourite, 
and is legal because only animals 
beyond working age are slaught- 
ered). and carefully skimmed 
and simmered. The broth is gol- 
den and fragnant; the meat ten- 
der and of good flavour. All the 
carabao legs their butcher can 
supply a re cooked daily by Cor- 
ing, and always sold out — eaten 
at lunch and dinner, taken home

Wherever we went, whomever | 
we asked, we were told that 
Leyteno food was ordinary — 
just a lot of vegetables, rice and 
and tubers (camote, gabi, 
kamoteng kaboy, gaway, etc.), 
fish (generally roasted on coal), 
and less frequently, meat 
(usually boiled or roasted). The 
vegetable dishes are considered 
so ordinary that few are served in 
restaurants (pinakbet is more 
often available)- Yet we found a 
good variety of treatments of th 
riches of th environments of the 
riches of the environment, that 
could be shared with other 
Filipinos. We also found 
knowledgeable and alert people 
who knew and loved their food 
culture. 

Qaita Pilipinas, Pg.D., dean 
of aits and sciences at the Divin 
Word University (familiarly 
called D-Woo) is a Cebuana, 
who looks at Leyteno food con- 
trastivdy, and with insight and 
affection. She it was who dug out 
dishes, informants, and 

experiences for us, as well as

AN AMERICAN plant tis- 
sue culture laboratory may 
soon put on the market an 
entirely new breed of aglaon- 
ema, a hardy foliage used as 
ornamental plants in homes 
and commercial establish- 
ments. 

Popularly known by 
Filipinos as “la suerte” and 
native to Southeast Asia, 
aglaonemas come in many 
sizes colours, and leaf pat- 
terns. 

The plant is no ordinary 
“garden variety” specimen 
either. It is the most promis- 
ing of several genus Dr 
Romeo R. Gutierrez of the 
Department of Surgery, UP- 
PGH, bas been hybridizing 
during the past seven years. 

If the deal pushes through, 
according to Gutierrez, the 
American compamy will 
mass produce and sell 
P50.000 plants in the first 
three years, with royally of 
five to ten per cent of gross 
going to him. 


COTABATO CITY: The 
Integrated Bar of the Philip- 
pines (IBP), Western Min- 
dano region, in a special elec- 
tion held last Sataurday at the 
Regional Trial Court of 
Maguindanao elected 
Macabangkit B.Lanto as its 
governor. 

The election was ordered 
by the Simreme Court to he 
conducted simultaneously all 
over the country after it 
nullified the results of the IBP 
election in June, 1989.

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Anti-Indian demonstrations threaten World Cup hockey 


LAHORE, Pakistan, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
The International Hockey 'Federation 
(FIH) threatened today to call off the 
World Cup after anti-Indian demon- 
strators interrupted India's match against 
the Netherlands. 

Students protesting against India's 
oackdown against a violent Muslim 
independence campaign in its Kashmir 


state threw stones and sticks towards the 
Indian plavers and burned Indian flags. 

* The game was held up for a shon time in 
the 29th minute with the Dutch leading 2-0 
and both teams bad to leave the field at 
halftime to avoid the barrage of missiles. 

The match was completed, with the 
Netherlands winning 5-3, but FIH 
officials said if the players* safety could not 


be guaranteed they might have to abandon 
the tournament. 

"The security of the playen is our prime 
concern and if the organisers cannot stop 
foreign objects bang thrown into the field, 
we may have to call off the tournament,” 
FIH technical delegate Heinz Woltje said. 

Woltje and another technical delegate. 
Antonio von Ondarza, convened an emer- 


gency meeting with the organisers this 
evening to discuss safety arrangements for 
tomorrow's match between India and 
Australia. 

M We are reviewing the situation and the 
tournament cannot continue if a single 
match is suspended,” said Von Ondarza. 

The Indians, who have been contin- 
uously heckled by the crowds, are under 


constant armed' protection after they 
sought extra security before the tour- 
nament because of Indo-Pakisian tension 
over the disputed Kashmir region. 

India's defeat by the European cham- 
pions ended their faint hopes of qualifying 
for the semi finals while the Dutch went top 
of Group A, one point ahead of Australia 
who have a game in hand. 


The Dutch were 2*0 up after nine min- 
utes and added two more in the second half 
before India got on the scoresheet in the 
65th minute. _ . 

India scored twice more after the Dutch 
added a fifth in the 66th minute.
